THE SENATE REJECTS 
THE PUBLISHFlt’S TAX. 
The country is to be congratulated 
on the change of sentiment that has 
recently 
taken place in the United 
States senate in regard to the man­ 
ner in which the war tax is to be 
rkised. 
Led by IaFollette, the pro­ 
gressive members of the august law 
making body have won their fight for 
placing the big burden of the war 
upon excessive incomes and swollen 
profits, Instead of upon the masses.

Soon after the wild dash to New 
York, "Butch” decided that he was 
destined to become a great politician, 
and forthwith made all preparations 
to conquer the state of Pennsylvania 
for himself. 
He organized the "Mc- 
Devitt Party” and, after holding the 
important office of constable and ward 
leader, he came to the conclusion that 
the United States needed him to de­ 
cide the destinies of the nation. 
Following his decision to be pres­ 
ident. he sent out announcements in­ 
forming the public that he would hold 
a convention In Atlantic City to nom­ 
inate himself for the presidency. His 
delegates numbered some sixty of his 
closest associates and a few persons 
who had been lured by promises of 
great financial gain and position if 
"Butch” was elected. 
Needless to say, when Wilson ami 
Roosevelt were struggling for the po­ 
litical 
supremacy 
of 
the 
nation, 
Butch’s” little hand-picked campaign 
did not bear any particular signifi­ 
cance to the world at large, and he 
was thrown Into the discard bf the 
former admiring delegates. 
He did not let such a small mat­ 
ter as defeat deter him, however, and 
securing a few hundred dollars, ne 
had a statue of himself made and 
announced 
that 
he 
would invade 
Washington tor the purpose of pre­ 
senting his statue to the natftje. 
Some practical joker secured the 
services of the Marine band and when 
McDevltt arrived at the capital he 
was met by a cheering crowd , (re­ 
cruited for the odcasion) and the 
magnificent collection 
of 
musicians 
before mentioned. 
Washington, however, did not take 
kindly to his triumphal entry, and a 
permit for a future ovation was de­ 
nied by the chief of police. Congress 
could not see the value to the nation 
of McDevitt’s statue and turned him 
down w ithout even taking the trouble 
to look at It. 
Then ** Butch" returned again to 
W ilkes-Birre and concocted another 
scheme which brought him again into 
the limelight. 
He announced that he 
was going to ask President Wilson to 
appoint him ambassador to Ireland. 
The following letter, which he sent 
to the White House, tells the story: 
"Dear Mr. President: 
“I havé beén more «r'less Interested 
in your administration and assure you 
that I am in hearty sympathy with all 
your doings. 
I notice, however, that 
yoy are having considerable trouble 
in procuring the proper type of Amer­ 
ican citizen to represent otir 
land 
abroad. 
Believing it to be the duty 
of every man qualified to be ambas-
